OPPOSE TRACKWAY BILL 


Speaking of the Trackway Bill, 
providing for a paved highway to 
bantf, which was defeated at its sec¬ 
ond presentation in the house last 
session, a member of the Legislature 
says that the majority in the house 
felt the tendency of the bill was 
against public ownership, and that 
the people would not take kindly to 
toll gates. He said there was an un¬ 
certainty about it as a business prop¬ 
osition,and it might possibly revert to 
the government. The statement was 
made that some areas now depopula¬ 
ted in the United States where big 
programmes of hard road construc¬ 
tion had been carried on, had piled up 
a taxation of more than $2.00 per 
acre. 


PAPER PROFITS 


A correspondent of the New York 
Times suggests that the decline in 
stock values is not all loss as some 
seem to imagine. A great deal of 
stock does not go on the market at 
all whether values go up or down, so 
a paper profit if followed by a paper 
loss does neither good no‘r harm to 
the holder. It reminds the corres¬ 
pondent of this story: 

“A farmer told a neighbor that 
Josh Stebbins had offered $200 for 
his horse. 

‘.‘.Josh Stebbins ain’t got $200.” 
“Yes, I know; but ain’t it a good 
offer ” 

Here lies the body of William Jay 
Who died while having his right of 
way; 

He was right, dead right, as he sped 
along, 

But he is just as dead as if he’d been 
wrong. 


NEW INDUSTRY—NEW LIFE 


Shipments of sugar beets to the 
Raymond factory this year will ex¬ 
ceed 1000 carloads, says the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald. That will be about 50 
trainloads of the branch line average. 
In addition many carloads of lime¬ 
stone, coal and other commodities 
have been transported to the plant. 
The result is that many railways have 
had work furnished to keep them 
busy during the beet harvest. There 
will be 16,000,000 pounds of sugar to 
be shipped from the factory during 
the coming year, and that will pro¬ 
vide other traffic. Thus does a new 
industry put new life into a district. 


The first party of Mormons to en¬ 
ter Alberta car»e from Utah in 1886 
where they organized a “Stake of 
Zion” in Canada under the leadership 
of President Card, who founded the 
city of Cardston, near the interna¬ 
tional boundary. These settlers be¬ 
came successful farmers and raisers 
of beet sugar through the systems of 
irrigation established by them. Ac¬ 
cording to the census of 1921 there 
were nearly 20,000 Mormons in all 
Canada, more than half being in Al- 
berta, where they have erected a mil- 
llon-dollar temple. 


l^OYS—GET A TRADE! 

“Boys, get a trade,” is the advice 
being given by the Renfrew Mercury 

As argument it produces the num¬ 
bers of men out of work in cities and 
the consequent distress. Further com 
ment adds: “Much of the trouble of 
finding work for many of the immi¬ 
grants who come to Canada, rises 
from the fact that most of them come 
from the ranks of unskilled labor. 
They are willing, but fitted only for 
casual employment. This situation 
drives home the necessity of having 
a definite objective in choosing a vo¬ 
cation. If such a course were pursued 
by every young man, the unemploy¬ 
ment problem would be less acute.” 

Many youths rush to work which 
promises sudden money, rather than 
contenting themselves with smaller 
wages while they are mastering some 
trade. Even to the young man who 
intends to enter a profession, it is a 
strong weapon against the world, for 
nim to be able to take his place 
amongst recognized tradesmen. 

Every craft of which a boy may 
gain some knowledge, even in his va¬ 
cation time or in off hours, may later 
in life prove a bulwark of strength to 
him. It can never be a liability. It is 
always an asset. 


RAISE WOOL QUALITY 


A survey conducted during 1928 in 
the western provinces, established 
that when Rambouillet rams are used 
for several generations the length of 
wool has a tendency to become short¬ 
er, and the continuous use of these 
sires, leads to heavy mortality of 
young lambs. Practical work, under¬ 
taken to better the quality of wool 
and to correct conditions in ^heep 
raising is being conducted at’ Leth¬ 
bridge station and at Alberta Univer¬ 
sity. The breeding program aims at 
the development of a new breed of 
sheep, or at least a superior quality 
to those/generally used. 


SONG HITS IN MOVIE 


With the introduction of theme 
songs in the movies, the phonograph 
record business gets a boost. If peo¬ 
ple hear a song at the theatre which 
strikes their fancy, they immediately 
go out and buy the record. The Pa¬ 
gan Love Song, had a big run in 
town, as a result of the picture “The 
Pagon” which was shown here recent 
ly. This practice is reminiscent of old 
comic opera times, when for days af¬ 
ter a pJptalar opera had been in town, 
every newsboy whistled the catch 
tune and every piano flaunted a copy 
of the music. 


MAYOR IS TOLERANT 


Toronto University students lately 
decided by overwhelming majority 
that Toronto had fully earned its- rep 
utation as an intolerant city. The 
Mayor took the criticism up, and to 
prove, his own vast tolerance demand 
ed a re-organization of the entire Un 
iversity faculty, in order that the in¬ 
stitution tnight turn out “boosters 
and not knockers.” 

He has a strange way of proving 
that they are wrong. But it is after 
all, a Torontonian way? 


R. 49 WHEAT 

R 19 is the name given to a new 
wheat, the results of years of experi¬ 
ments by the Canadian and Manitoba 
governments. It is hoped to have the 
long-looked-for rust resisting quali¬ 
ties and at the same time give a high 
grade quality to a satisfactory yield. 
No less than eighty-six strains have 
been used in producing R49. Its 
flour tests are also satisfactory. The 
grain, however, awaits further and 
even mote severe tests. 


1 Some very interesting observations 
were made recently in London by C. 
B. Pinnell, advertising manager of 
one of the largest stores in the met¬ 
ropolis. This authority finds the av¬ 
erage woman shopper amazingly fond 
of window-shopping, a very careful 
spender—except where hats are con¬ 
cerned and an exceptionally keen 
judge of value. 

The woman of twenty dresses for 
show, Mr. Pinnell thinks. The wo¬ 
man of forty dresses for comfort. 
There are two classes of women shop 
pers—the woman who knows exactly 
what she wants and goes into a store 
and asks for it; and the Woman who 
wants something, but has no idea 
what, and just waits^for the assistant 
to make up her mind for her. Un¬ 
doubtedly, he-thinks, women are more 
difficult to serve than men.

As for the business of window-shop¬ 
ping, he thinks women will never tire 
of it. And most of the (jiere men of 
our acquaintance will agree with him. 


DEMAND FOR FLAG 


Dr. Anderson of ^Saskatchewan, in 
stating his intention to have the Un¬ 
ion Jack flown on ajl pijblic schools in 
Saskatchewan, offered his opinion on 
the proposal that Canada should have 
a national flag flag. Dr. Anderson is 
against it. 

This is not a party issue in Canada 
and no one wants to make it one. 
When Dr. Anderson speaks of it, he 
speaks as a citizen, and not as leader 
of the Conservative party. Still, his 
rank as a citizen adds weight to his 
opinion and on this account it seems 
necessary to say that he does not 
speak for a majority in the province 
No plebiscite has been taken, but to 
discover the feeling of the citizens 
is only necessary to observe the decor 
ation they use on Dominion Day and 
other national occasions. The flag 
they fly is the red ensign with the Un 
ion Jack in the upper corner and the 
Canadian coat of arms in the field. 
This is not a Canadian national flag, 
but it looks like one and those who 
display it regard it as such. Could 
there be a clearer proof of the need 
and demand for a Canadian flag than 
the nearly unanimous display of this 
merchant marine ensign on Canadian 
holidays?—Saskatoon Star Phoenix. 


DEATH ENDS NOTABLE CAREER 
Tay Pay O’Connor, father of the 
British House of Commons, died on 
November 18 at the age of 81 years 
He was cheered in his last moments 
by the ’Bleksing of the Pope and a 
message of sympathy from King 
George. He was active up to the 
time of death. In 1024 we had the 
honor of meeting the late Mr. O’Con 
nor at London and to meet him was 
to admire him. He was an author 
and journalist and his witty com¬ 
ments on important topics were repro 
duced in British newspapers. His 
geniality won him many friends.

New Mail Route Pierces Far North, 
Linking it With the World 

In November, a new link in the aer 
ial mail services of Canada when the 
McMurray—Aklavik service is put in 
operation. The first mail leaves Ed¬ 
monton, November 26, and is carried 
by train to Ft. McMurray where the 
sacks will be loaded on a Commercial 
Highways machine for twelve points 
of call along the 2000 mile route to 
the mouth of the McKenzie. A week- 
J ly mail service will be provided in 
winter months to residents at Chipe- 
l wyan, Fitzgerald,' Ft. Smith and Res¬ 
olution. Hay River, Providence and 
( Simpson will get monthly mail, while 
( Wrigly, Norman, Good Hope, Arctic 
j Red River and Aklavik will have 
I three winter mail deliveries starting 
| from Edmonton, Nov. 26, Jan. 21 and 
March 25. 

This constitutes the farthest nortli 
regular mail service in the world. 

Heretofore winter service has con¬ 
sisted of two dog trains limited to 250 
pounds of first class matter per train. 

The summer months will of course, 
see much more frequent deliveries.

SURE FOOD SUPPLY 

Two years ago there was a famine 
in the far north. The Canadian Es¬ 
kimo population, numbering about 
5,(!00 souls, suffered intensely. Many 
died of starvation; more became so 
weakened because of lack of food that 
they fell prey to disease. 

A few weeks ago the.Canadian 
government took steps to solve the 
food problem of the far north perma¬ 
nently. This autumn a herd of 3,000 
reindeer will begin a two-year trek 
across-1,600 miles of mountainous 
territory, from a point on Bering 
Strait north of Nome, to the east 
bank of the Mackenzie river delta. 
There, in 1931, the Canadian govern¬ 
ment will take delivery of the ani¬ 
mals, and the task of building up a 
food supply for the population of 
northern Canada will begin in earnest 

Somehow the Eskimo has got to. be ! 
taught to be a herdsman. The difTi- [ 
culties of reforming the character of j 
a primitive people are very great, and 
it is just possible, may be insuper- ! 
able. The Eskimo, by nature,, is a j 
killer and not a conserver. As a rule | 
he is not a waster, but the usual prac I 
tice among Eskimos when game is 1 
plentiful, is to kill until their future ' 
needs are assured, and then to lay j 
aside the implements of destruction 
and enjoy life. It is reasonably cer¬ 
tain that if the government were to 
parcel out the 3,000 reindeer among 
the natives, every last animal would 
be dead within six months. A system ( 
of tuition in reindeer raising will 
have to be worked out. Probably the 
government will begin by taking the 
younger generation of the Eskimis 
a>d teaching them the business of 
raising and tending the animals.

FATIGUE DANGER 

Fatigue is a danger signal; if per¬ 
sistently ignored, it may lead to 
many kinds of serious trouble. It is 
necessary to differentiate, however, 
between 'what may be called normal 
tiredness and fatigue. We all get tir 
ed every day of our lives unless we 
are shirkers. The secret of efficiency 
is to learn to economize our outlay of 
strength so that we get the utmost 
return for it in good work without 
crossing the lint of exhaustion or even 
of unpleasant fatigue. 

It is a known fact that wise 

to leave off work while we still feel 
that we could do a little more with¬ 
out hurting ourselves. We all know 
that we do our best work when we 
are fresh; that one hour in the morn¬ 
ing is often worth three tbe after¬ 
noon. The lesson contained in, that 
knowledge is valuable; we are wise 
if we quickly apply it to life. By care¬ 
fully alternating work and rest we 
can keep ourselves to a great extent 
always fresh, and in that way we can 
accomplish much more work than can 
the chronic driver who continually 
breaks into his reserve capital of 
force. 

The dange'r of fatigue is that it 
generates a poison that passes into 
the circulatory system; the problem 
is how to get the proper amount of 
work out of ourselves up to the point 
of' healthy tiredness and short of pro 
ducing what physicians call the “fa- 
tique toxins.’’ One thing to avoid is 
monotony. A change' in the charac¬ 
ter of work will often do as much 
(food as a change from work to play. 
We never really stop work, however, 
until we go to sleep. Avoiding fa- 
tique is especially necessary in the 
case of children. To do away with 
monotony the rule should be alternate 
periods of real study and of real play 
That will keep the children fresh and 
interested instead of inert and bored.

MERGE SCHOOLS 


Minister Advocated Merging Ray¬ 
mond and Claresholm Schools at 
Lethbridge District 


The farmers of the Claresholm dis¬ 
trict in session recently were distinct 
ly opposed to the proposed transfer 
of the Agricultural School to Leth¬ 
bridge. The provincial government 
was petitioned and as a result the an¬ 
swer came from the government that 
it was not desirable to change the sta 
tus of the agricultural school in the 
province, and at present no further 
dormitories will be built*. 

The Minister of agriculture advo¬ 
cated that the schools at Claresholm 
and Raymond be merged into a cen¬ 
tral school at Lethbridge. He explain 
ed the whole idea emanated from him 
self. It was not a question of Clares¬ 
holm hut of the province and south¬ 
ern Alberta in particular. He pre¬ 
dicted that under his proposed plan 
of co-operation between the Domin¬ 
ion and provincial governments that 
within ten years there would be de¬ 
veloped at Lethbridge the finest 
school of agriculture in Canada, “bar 
none. Mr. Hrtadley said there w’ould 
j he 600 acres of land for demonstra- 
! tion purposes and 300 acres for irri- 
| gation, together with the records of 
climatic conditions for almost 45 
years.

MINISTER OF HEALTH 


Predicts Some Day Vaccination for 
Tuberculosis Will He Safeguard | 

Speaking at Claresholm prior to | 
the vote being taken on the Municipal 
Hospital question, Hon. George Hoad 
ley, minister of health, said: 

“Our great problem in this prov¬ 
ince is to get hospitalization for the 
people at a price they can afford to 
pay and of the highest possible qual¬ 
ity." 

The minister of health went on to 
.speak of the accomplishments of his 
department and. the problems facing 
him. Speaking of the sad cases at 
Ponoka, he said he was accused po¬ 
litically of not being sympathetic 
enough. He declared that if anyone 
was any more sympathetic than him¬ 
self, they would be very unfortunate. 

“Inside 'of ten years I predict that 
you will find tuberculosis dealt with 
in about the same manner as we now 
deal with smallpox. Babies will be 
vaccinated against the disease," the 
minister continued. He told of the 
discovery and value of a vaccine with 
which. his department had been ex¬ 
perimenting with almost since it 
came out. 

“None of your taxes can give you 
better results than in seeing that 
every child in the province in physic¬ 
ally and mentally fit,’’ Mr. Hoadley 
said. 

“I have been accused of approach¬ 
ing state medicine. I have never 
moved toward state medicine and it 
will never come into this province un¬ 
less the medical profession fails to 
make the skill and science of medi¬ 
cine and surgery available for the 
great mass of the people who are 
poor,” Mr. Hoadley declared. 

Mr. Hoadley offered strong defence 
of his sterilization bill. He said he 
was the first man who ever introduc¬ 
ed and thought behind this bill in the 
British Empire.

The appeal of the crippled child and 
other work finds a ready response in 
most hearts, and poor indeed is that 
district that cannot do something 
once a year. 

FOOLISH TO SELL 

Farm Board Chairman of Washing¬ 
ton, Says Not to Sell Wheat at 
-> Present Prices 

Chairman Legge of the federal 
farm board says, selling wheat or cot 
ton at the present market prices is 
“foolish.” 

The farm board leader’s statement 
was made when it was called to his 
attention that wheat prices on some 
exchanges had dropped below the lev¬ 
el set by the board through its supple 
mental loans to co-operatives for ad- 
- vances to grower members. 

“I don;t think there is any danger 
of wheat prices dropping below the 
loan level for any length of time,” 
the chairman said. “As a matter of 
fact, it was only on certain exchanges 
it took place and I believe this was 
the result of the speculatve interests. 

Legge said only a small part of the 
$100,000,000 set aside for loans to 
grain co-operatives actually had Veei| 
loaned up to the present time. *

How to Protect Them in Winter by 
Experimental Farm Expert ■ 

Prairie winters demand protection 
for perennial flowers. In order to do 
this the less hardy ones should be giv 
en special care by covering the plants 
just before freeze-up with three to 
four inches of strawy litter. This 
should be allowed to remain on the 
plants until the middle of May: 

trawy covering aids in attracting 
additional snow. Such protection 
;iiould be given to Pinks, Pansies, 
Hollyhock, Lupines,, Canterbury 
Bells and newly planted Peonies. The 
latter should have their crowns two 
to three inches below the surface hut 
it is well to bear in mind that an addi 
tional four inches of straw should be 
added after freeze-up. After the first 
winter peonies should not require fur 
ther winter protection. 

A subject of frequent, inquiry along 
this line at the Dominion Experimen¬ 
tal Station, Scott, is winter protec¬ 
tor roses. The method used at 
this station for protecting Hybrid 
Perpetual and Tea‘Roses? is to tie up 
all growth loosely and earth it 
around to within two inches of the 
top. After the ground is frozen the' 
whole is then covered with six inches 
or more of strawy litter. In the 
spring the strawy litter is removed 
a few days before the soil is again 
levelled. Following this the branches 
are trimmed back about one third, 
leaving an outside bud on top but 
care is taken to cover such bushes 
with canvas or boxes at night when 
frosts are expected in the spring. 

THING OF THE PAST 

The day of the harvesters’ excur¬ 
sions is almost over in the West. The 
tractor, the combine and the truck 
are revolutionizing the grain farm. 
Labor costs are being greatly reduc¬ 
ed and a few men are doing all the 
tilling and harvest work, where prev¬ 
iously the harvest and threshing re¬ 
quirements particularly ran as high 
as twenty or more men. So far as 
Southern Alberta is concerned pres¬ 
ent conditions could hardly be improv¬ 
ed on, and the outlook fr next year is 
most encouraging. The prgsjjects for 
1930 were made promising by a good 
rainfall, amounting to almost three 
and a half . inches this fall and we 
will no doubt get more moisture be¬ 
fore winter comes.
